W$ hard to talk of Malcolm, without 
mentioning how, ivhen he tived, so 
many of kis own people tumed against 
kim; how our sense of timing had been 
thrown so off-balance hy 40Ö years 
of horror and conjusion , that the great 
majorüy of its missed hint ui ken he 
passed this way, He had spoke of the 
daily strugglss, such as inoneofhis 
most famous speeches, ** The Ballot 
or the Butlef 1 , when he simply de- 
clared that our collectiva vote could 
have meaning, must have meaning in 
this country, or the struggle to re- 
ceive our rigkts vnder the law of the 
land would turn to a fight to ike death 
to live „ He said it so we could onder¬ 
stand, in plain talk, not puffëd-up and 
self-righteous: '7 say again , Pm nol 
anti “ Democratie, Pm not anti - 
Republtcan , Pm not anti-anything. Pm 
just questioning their sincerüy, and 
some of the strategy that they’ve been 
using on our people by promising them 
promises that they don*t intend to 
keep...Thai’ s why..Jt’s time now for 
you and me to become more politicatly 
maiure and realize what the ballot is 
for r what we’re supposed to get when 
we cast a fjallot; and that if we don*t 
cast a ballot, ït’s going to end up in 
a situation where we* re going to have 
to cast a bulletP 1 

Malcolm could teil you the plein 
facts, and, in a few words, express 
the totalüy of our struggle: "It is 
incorrect to classify the re volt of the 
Negro as simply a racial conflict of 
black and white, or as apurelyAmeri¬ 
can problem. Ratherwe are today 
seeing a globat rebellion of the op- 
pressed against the oppressor, theex- 
ploited against the exploiterf * 

There are many u?fro have önd will 
denounce Brother Malcolm; many who 
will mis-interpret his words to suit 
their personal designs . There is little 
doubt, houteoer, that he shalt beknoten, 
by all reckoning, as a hero, a"shining 
Prince** t a great leader atnong our 
people . We will say that he Itved and 
worked with an/y Jooe for his people, 
for all oppressed people, making the 
ultimate sacrifice for the people’ s 
struggle. So, we will say, jm 
simply, that he uus a Suprème 
Servant of the People, 

ALL POWER TO THE PEOPLE 


In our studies in future days, it 
will be cötnmon for people to mark 
the date February 2lst on their cal - 
endars and leam about a man, MaT 
coltn X, who was assassinated on that 
date. We shall say, in retrospect 
{even now), that Malcolm was a great 
leader among the people, who drove a 
path for Black people inside the United 
States, oul of a dark past, and who 
got a chance just to point the utfy to 
freedom, shocking vtS into our man- 
hood. We sfiall say that it was during 


Malcolm’s time that our forcg orwi dif- 
JHcutt struggle begon to shape itself 

and maiure, so that we began la beone 
with the world’s peoples in the human 
fight to end oppression, 

Malcolm tang kt us and begged u$ to 
take holé. of our lives, ouer which only 
we ourselves should have control, That 
was his gift t on-going, even now, as 
our struggle devetops each yeat\ The 
men of his time said he preached

The State never had the right to kill t and now it pretends 
at humamsm, when the reat 1 "army of murderers* 1 stilt 
marches the $treet$ r fidiy armed and authorised by the 
state to “skoot to kill** 


On Friday* February lSth, the Ca- 
Itfomia State Supreme Court deelared 
the death penalty- unconstltutional in 
California, thus outlawing any further 
state execurions as punishment for con- 
victed persons* The ruling was based 
on a conviction appeal motion filed 
by Brother Robert Page Anderson, a 
prisoner of Califomia's (former) 
"death row”. 

Brother Anderson appealed hls con- 
viecton (trom 1965 for murder of a 
San Diego, California pawnshop clerk, 
acteinpted murder and robbery) based 
on the facts that: I) error was com- 
mftted in jury selection; 2) the evi- 
dence utilizerï in the $tate*s case 
againsc him was Improperly admitced; 
3) the State prosecutor was gullty of 
prejudiciaï misconduct; and 4) thüt the 
death penalty itself is cruel and un- 
usual punishment, violating the Eighth 
Arnendment to the U É 3« Constitutfon 
and Arricle 1, Secriön ó of the Cali- 


fornia Constltutlon. The State Supreme 
Court had been able, at firsc, to avoid 
the question of the death penalty' as a 
cruel and unusual punishment, by 
claiming that it was a Federal court 
issue, The court was forced to address 
ltself to the question, however, since 
cruel and unusual punishment is pro- 
hibfted under State as well a & the 
Federal Law. Not only does this ruling 
commute the death penalty for the 107 

persons on Californï a's death rows, but 
no person convicred of any crime in 
the state can now be issued the penalty 
of death, 

Söme of U«5, fascisin's most staunch 
guardians were naturally very upset 
by the decision to discontinue the death 
penalty. Racist* fascist State Covernor 
Ronald Reagan was "shocked and 
somewïiat disappointed” at the de¬ 
er ision. Ünable to control himself, he. 
of al 1 people, saidthat it was f ‘a case 
of the courts setting thenïselves above 


the people and the iegislature". Los 
Angélés Pig Chief Davis eaid that 
"The abolttion of the death penalty 
will free au army of murderers to 
prey upon the cirtzenry/ 1 The real 
army of murderers, the state and loc al 
police, have been long preying upon 
the maases of people* Ho wever, the 
revocation of the death penalty may 
more Ükely increase the number of 
on-the-spot executions of Black 
and nther oppressed people on the 
streets of the minimum communüy by 
local police, Since they can no longer 
trump-up a case with the intent of 
sending a person to the gas chamber 
to be "legally'* murdered, with theïr 
biood-thirsty nature, they may feel 
cheated, and therefore be morewilling 

to go ahead and get it over with on 
the streets, The record already shows 
that sueh murders are generally 
classified "justifiable homicides”* 

Even with all this, the court's ruling 
will not affect death row prisoners 
immediately, The California Depart¬ 
ment of Correctlons (the State prison 
system's administration) refuses to 
remove the prisoners From "Death 
Row' 1 until all "legal” challenges 
have been made and settlecLNaturally, 
fascists like Governor Ronald Reagan, 
Gakland District Attomey I ,owell Jen- 
sen (who tried to railroad Huey F. 
Newton* Servant of the People and 
Leader of the Black Pancher Party, 
to the gas chamber for the death of 
an Üakland pig in 1967), and other 
reactionaries are supporting moves to 
have the State Attomey General's of¬ 
fice appeal the decision. If the appeal 
is dertied, v ar ious reactionary state 
Jegislatore are already authoring 
bills and amendments to reinstate the 
death penalty, Raymond Procunier, 
1-1 ead of the California Department of 
Corrections, ïs* of course, also op- 
posed to the abolition of the death 
penalty, staring that it wil1 be f, bad" 
for the “morale of the prison guards 
and other state police agente*\ since* 
as he put it, they'H all feel "sold 
out”* 

In spice of these frantic efforts, 
the attomeys who presented the case 
expect the ruling to stand, The de- 
cision will also affect many other 
cases now pending in California courts. 
This particularly alters plans for the 
state* s current frame-up tri als of poli¬ 
tica! prisoners that are now in pro- 
gress. Most of the major cases of 
political prisoners now pending had 
carried the death penalty. The legal 
railroad to the state's gas chamber 
had benome the new tactie for süencüig 
revolutionaries both within and without 
the prisons, 

Since capita! cases (cases in 
whfch conviction earries the death sen- 
teuce) rto longer exist, thé question of 
bail is also raised. For mstance^ in

the case of Sister Angola Davis, the 
State's denial of bail to her was 
based on the fatt that the California 
iaw prohibited bail for pers ons charged 
with a capita! crime, Also, thereisthe 
question of Section 4500 of the Call- 
fornia Fenal Code, whlch stlpulates 
that any prisoner 8erving a lite or 
inde term* nat e Hfe sentence who is con- 
victed of assault on a non-inmate may 
be punished by death, This iirmned- 
iately aftects cases of peopie Lite 
Ruchell Magee, and Brothers John 
Larry Spain, Hugo Pinell, David John¬ 
son, Fieeca Drumgo, Willie Tate and 
Luis Talamantez (the San Quentin 6}, 
and countiess ochers. AU of these 
Brothers are already serving llfe and 
indeterminate life sentences, (What 
pnint ts tbere in prosecutlng men who 
are aiready servmg IÜe sentences?} 

As an alternative to rhe reactionary 
plan to reinstate the death penalty en- 
tirely, Reagan, Procunier, and others 
are attemptingtcintroauce a “special" 
death penalty, in oruerto at least earry 
out their raüxoad plans for revolu- 
rtonaries like the San Quentin 6* Bro- 
ther Ruchell Magee and Sister Angela 
Davis, These plgs propose rhar the 
court compromise and re-instate the 
de atli penalty for cases that involve 
peraons charged with kiiiing police, 
prison guards and public officials, The 
plan is to invoke enough public senti¬ 
ment against the “army of murderers" 
as to drum up a vote for this pro- 
posed amendment, 

Presenüy, however, chere is no 
death penalty in the State of California, 
This can only be viewed' as a minor 
victory for the people, that took too 
long to come, and came too late tor 
all those who died so uselessly under 


this barbaric law. As the California 
Supreme Court decislon itself reed, in 
part, Capital punishment “is now r 
literally, an unusualpunishmentamong 
civilized nations„.(arid) we have con- 
cluded that capital punishment is im- 
permissibly cruel. It degrades and de- 
humanizes all who participate in its 
processes. lt is unnecessary to any 
legitimate goal of the state and is 
incompatible with the dignity of man 
and the judicia! processT' 


The State never had the right to 
take a man's life, under the law or 


oucside of the law, whether in the gas 
chamber, the electric chair or on the 
Street. Now it pretends at humanism, 
when the real "army of murderers" 
stiU marches the streers, fully armed 
and authorlzed by the state to "shoot 
to kiir\ The war weapons have nol 
been put down and it wasnT a cyanide 
capsule that killed Comrade George 
Jackson, The State stil! claims thé 
rtgnt to kill, io make a decislon on 
our right to live, and no cour: in the 
country will make a decislon to abolish 
that. The people will.

CHAIRMAN BOBBY SPEAKS AT ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY'S 

CIRCLE CAMPUS IN CHICAGO 


Good afternoon, brothers and 
sisters, people and human beings alike* 
A1I power to the people, Vö like co 
say firsc that Sister Erlcka Huggfns 
and I, and the Black Panther Party 
want to let the people know how sig¬ 
nificant cheir understanding as hum au 
beings was, most significant in the fact 
thaE we were really released, You know 
about the press and the way the press 
projécts things to give you the false 
impression that U was the judge, per 
se t that it was he and the court Sys¬ 
tem in this country thar was supposed 
to have released na. Bul, it was not... 
lt was really you, the most signi¬ 
ficant, the people, who actually had 
the kind of pressure going in an in¬ 
direct, bilt most direct way at the 
same time, that caused us to be sei 
free; the game thlng for the Servant, 
Brother Huey F. Newton, 

Now I guess a lot of people, first 
of all, want to know quice a few things 
about the Black Rancher Party's ex- 
iscence. Some people run aroundsaying 
that the Black Panther Party doean't 
exist, I know t exlst; and Huey knows 
he exists; and we know the phUosophy 
exlsts; and we know that the Survival 
Programs, that we're implementing 
across the country exist, survival pro¬ 
grams that we're implementmg in the 
Black community co unify andorganlze 
our people, We know Chat these pro¬ 
grams exist, Some people have called 

the Black Panther Party a fraud. All 
we’re saying is that rhe 40,000 Sickle 
Cell Anemia tests that have beengiven 
across this country - and over 15,000 
have been geven righc here in Chicago, 
so far, in the last four and a half or 
five months, or so - those tests are 
not frauds* The thousands of bags of 
groceries we gave away back here, on 
December 4th, when l spoke in the 
Black community here, the food that 
fed the people, full bags of groceries 
are not fraude. The thousands of brand 
new pairs of shoes that we've given 
away In different chapters and 
branches, that are on the peopies' 
feet, are not frauds. The F ree Ambu¬ 
lance service that they're tm- 
plementing in Winston-Salem, Norch 
Carolina, serving the people, is not a 
fraud, The FreeBreakfasrfor ChOdren 
that Brother Bobby Rush and Fred 
Hampton and Mark Clark and others 
organized here, in 1969 (they kïeked it 
off in a matter of a couple of 
months), where they are feeding 3,000 
clrildren free, wholesome, dieted, good 
food every morning, poor chüdren,be-

fore they go to school, that was not a 
fraud. All those kids wili teil you, 
"That food in my stomachis nofraud," 
lf you want to get down to the nitty 
griuy, about what ending oppression is 
all about, weül have to get away from 
just reading phrases that'"we must end 
oppression", We must have People’s 
Revolutionary Struggle, or revolu- 
tionary change, We cannot do it with 
talk and rhetoric alone, We have to 
move in some concrete way, to actually 
implement and begin actually ending 
that oppression. 

I want to speak to my Black brothers 
and sisters, most specifically, here, 
and 1 want to speak to every body eise 
too, There's something very signi¬ 
ficant, historically, about the develop^ 
ment of the movement in this country 
from the time that Brother Martin 
Lucher King and Brother Malcolm X 
began to move and began to be known, 
and began to run it down, and began 
co put some organized practical activity 
together. Back ïn 19 64 , up m now, that 
period that we went through, we de- 
veloped something, Black brothers and 
sisters, We developed an understanding 


of ourselves, as being hum an beings. 
We educaced ourselves away from the 
old, backward, insipienr notions that 
we were supposed to be '‘negroes", 
or "niggers", or "colored". We edu- 
cated ourselves away from that. Wc 
began to respect ourselves as human 
beings, by calling ourselves Black 
and beautiful; that*s all we really 
meant, We wrote many piecesofpoetry 
and we spoke a lot about being human 
beings, and Black and beautiful, We 
spoke a loc about and educated many 
white people, especially the white 
youth. We educated them to respect 
the fact thac we're human beings. 
Malcolm X, Martin Luther King, and 
many white people then began to educate 
themselves about their ownoppression 
(the white youth, of cours e), This era 
that we went through was very signi¬ 
ficant and very important, In terms 
of a people's movement in this country. 
Black people divor eed themselves from 
o ld, deragatory mis-meanings about 
rheir humanity, and respected them¬ 
selves as human beings, In a sense, 
it caused theChicanopeopleandPuerto 

Rtcan Brothers and Sisters to begin to 
respect themselves, toe, 

We set a fine exampie, becauae the 
white youth began to respect them¬ 
selves, or cry to search out and see 
if they had any humanity, Many white 
youth began to starc thinking that they 
didn't want to be racist like many of 
their mamas and daddys had been. 
And, we were rrying to respect our¬ 
selves, to be human beings; and we 
didnT want to be uncle toms, like many 
of our mamas and daddys had been, 
That was a keen era, and it was very 
significant, and was very necessary. 
But the struggle does not stop there, 
Sure, you can look at T,V. right now, 
today. Black and beautiful is plastered 
all over T.V, A cat is running down 
the screen with a blgnatural; lt says 
Black and beautiful; but he*s a plg. 
The power structure is using ït. The 
power structure is buying it off: 
"You're so Black and beautiful |J , says 
the capitalistic power structure, "Step 
right up here, niggers, and get your 
new Black and beautiful concepts. Now 
we p re going to sell this to you for 
$25,00 a shot," That's what they teil 
us, They're using it mó selling lt 
back to you,. They're exploirlng stül. 
TheyTzi exploiting the poor, oppressed 
people constantly.

When we talk about the Survival Pro- 
grams* we are talking about free pro¬ 
grams. Many of us fall into the traps, 
the s^mecapkaiïstic, exploUacive trap, 
going out into the community: "Yes, 
Brothers, we must have a culmral re- 
voluclon", we teil our Black brothers 
and sisters in thé community. [ 1*3 an 
awfiiUy funny cuitural revolution when 
we have to start selling dashikis at 
$40« a run* Thar's still exploiting 
the people* Black people don't have 
the money to buy a $40, dashiki, So 
in the clothing facrory - the free 
clothing program that we have going, 
where we are making free, good, brand 
new clothing - we’re not going to give 
our people rags and hand-me -downs* 
We had hand-me -downs for 400 years, 
We’re talking about some good, new, 
quality materials and goods, whether 
we are making daehlk is» or long leather 
Jackets, or long boots, or nlce pants, 
dresses and shoes and clothes for the 
people. We are going to start giving 
it away free, We've been talking about 
freedom for ttx> long, We talk about 
freedom in many ways, but the Party 
is talking about lmplementing freedom 
in a very concrete way. We do not 
charge a penny* or one iota of a penny 
for free breekfast, or free ambulance 
service to the people, or the free shoe 
program that we have, (The Chapterin 
Illinois is getting ready to set up a 
free shoe factory right here.) The 
SLckle Cell Anemia tests are free, 

] he Sickle Cell Anemia Foundation, 
that the Party haa put together, is an 
mstitutlon for the people, to serve the 
people, free. We are talking about 
the people's free husstng program, to 


bus the loved ones, friends of prlson- 
ers to the prisons; a free commissary 
program, for the prisoners who do not 
have commissary. 

Lec^s go back to "Black Is beau- 
tifuT\ 1 do not trust Papa Doe. He's 
dead, but Tm going to talk about him 
because he killed bis own oppressed 
people. Moishe Tscmnbe; Tsombe is 
dead now, but Fm going to talk about 
him, because he killed his own people. 
Gloves Davis, right here in Chicago: 

don’t even know if he's stil! alive, 
He murdered Fred Hampton, and Fm 
going to talk about him* I don't give 
a datnti whether he's Black, blue, green, 
red, ycllow or polka-dotted* He’s a 
murderer* He's a dog, ThaFs what he 
is. Vm going to talk about Daley and 
tricky Dick Nixon, who put Gloves 
Davis in that position, you dig. Fm 
going to talk about the Agnews and 
the rest of the wretched capitalist pigs 
in this system, They need to be talked 
about, and they need to be moved on 
by the masses of the people, But, you 
are not going to move the masses of 
the people against the system, against 
the wretchedness that they're subjected 
to, unless you unify them around con¬ 
crete programs, around concrete 
things that they can understand. What 
Fm trying to teil you, brothers and 
sisters, people and humanfoeings alike, 
Is that you might run around here and 
holler ‘'Black, Black, Black, Black, 
Black is beautifuT', "l love my Black 
and beautlful"; but let me teil you 
something, a hungry child (andrhcre’re 
20 million hungry people), a hungry 
child is not Black and beautiful* A 
hungry child with rickets is not Black 
and heautifuL ts that Black and beau- 


tiful? ïf it is, then, you got your de- 
ftnitions mixed up. A dead George 
Jackson is not Black and beauttful, 

A person, a human beüig, küled, 
murdered and unjustly and wroeg- 
fulïy wlthin the framework of this 
existing wretched system, la not beau- 
tiful, So, how abour trying to make a 
society where human beings can live, 
wliere Black and beautiful can flourish, 
where Chlcano and beautiful csn 
flou ri Bh, where hum anism can flourish, 
because thaFs what you are talking 
about* tf you are not talking about 
that, then what are you talking about? 
What do you mean by a people's re- 
volutionary struggle? You are talking 
about changing the existing, wretched, 
oppressive conditions, You are not 
going to cliange them unless we put 
some energy out. 

Now let J s talk about what we can 
do. We have 300 acres to be farmed 
in Alabama, and 200 acres tobefarmed 
in New Orleans, Now t even my young, 
white brothers, who say they are tired 
of this wretched, oppressive syetem, 
you want to deal in revolution. Okay, 
why don't you come on down and hal¬ 
vest that food, free, for the people; 
and Fm not even talking about only 
that* You might have to get up on a 
big, white horse, with a pistol or a 
rille in your hand, and protect it from 
racEsis who might want co destroy ir. 
This is i evoJudon. ic^s people's land. 
You want to do that; we got it. We 1 re 
going co put some more farms up across 
the country and it*s free. Some of our 
brothers have got farms that they're 
selling, selling it to people who don'i 
have the means to buy it* I don't glve 
a damn if they do sell lt cheaper than 
the white man. Don't teil me to buy 
Black, unless the Black businessman 
is donating back* We're talking about 

the Black businesses in the Black com- 
munity donating some kind of small, 
nomlnal amount, on a weekly basis, 
since the people are running tn diere 
with their pennies and nickels and 
dimes on a daily basis, When 1 say 
smail or nomïnal, I don*t care if you 
don't donate but $2 worth of eggs to 
the Free Breakfast for Chüdren PIn¬ 
gram, that sustains that program. And 
if he doesn't want to do n are, spank 
the brother* Not physically; ]ust run 
a legal, lawful picket in front of his 
place, and educate the people in the 
communify that this particular brothef 
won*t do that. After you get the Black 
brothers unified, and the Black capi- 
talists unified, with a small nominal 
amount, move on over to the white 
capltaliats* 

Use a Jittle bit of strateg)'. Teil 
all of the people in the Black com- 
munity to shop ordy at the Black busi¬ 
nessmens untü the white busInessmea 
all of them, give up a nomina! amount, 
every week, to the survival programs;

PHILLY PIGS CONSPIRE TO KEEP SMAU, 
BLACK BUSINESSMAN EROM SURVIVING. 


On the campus of TempleUniversiiy, 
at the corner of 13th Street and Mont- 

gomery Avenue, In PMladelphia 
(P en nsyl vania), there is parked a 
smal!, white, house trailer. This 
trailer provides the best snacks and 
highest quality lunches in the area of 
Philadeïph!a*s Temple University, lt 
is owned by a Black man* 


In 1969* Milton Street had a little 
cart from whlch he sold pretsels. 
Later, he got a small orange truck, 
expanded his business and sold hot 
dogs, the best aroundU Now, he has the 
white trailer, from which he sells 
pastrles, steak sandwiches, hot dogs, 
sodas and hot coffee* Milton StreeTs 
snackbar is the only means of sur¬ 
vival for himself, his wife and three 
chUdren, Through "Street's Lunch 0 , 
as it is known, Brother Street also 
provides part-time jobs for seven 
youths, who help out in their spare 
time, Milton Street was managing to 
sLixvive, umil his little business ran 
into a problem. That was Inevitable, 
sooner or later, in the not-so-free 
Enterprise system of corporatie 
America, especially for a Black man. 


"Sereens Lunch” was the firsr snack 
bar on the Temple Campus to sell 
tll-beef hot dogs. All the other busi- 
nesses had to start se 11 inghigher grade 
hot dogs, in order not to lose their 
patronage. "Street's 1 * also sells their 
pastries at half price alter 4:00 P,M„ 


since they're not as fresh as In rhe 
momlng. Most buslnesses don*t 
operate this way. At 6:30, whenevery- 
one elae goes home, "Streert” srays 
open for another four hours, to service 
the tiightBchool students. Since Brother 
Street has not sacrificed quality and 
service to the community for the saké 
of proflt, he deflnitely re presents a 
threat to his greedy, aspiringcapitaiist 
competitors. Naturally, too, with the 
inherent racism in this capitalist Sys¬ 


tem, American Gorporativists havo no

They made contact 
with the 23rd District of the Phila- 
delphia Police Department, Police 
Captain Green sent his men and a tow 
truck down to 13th and Montgomery 
with orders to tow away Street's 
Lunch”, 


Thirteenth and Montgomery is atow- 
away zone. Accordmg to a city or- 
dinance, any vehicLes parked therecan 
be removed if a complaint is filed* 
So the tow was '‘legaT*. lïowever, only 
one vehicle was towed, J "Street *& 
Lunch' 1 , All the other vehicies, in 
cluding rwo or three of Street^ com- 
petitors, were left as they were, Bro¬ 
ther Street stmply returned the 
trailer to 13th and Montgomery after 
the police left, A tow truck and crew 
returned again, a couple of days later, 
but ,M Street*s- Lunch” was wedged be- 


tween two other parked vehicies, and 
the tow truck would have had to move 
them also In order to be dble to gec 
to their re al target. The angry pigs 
left without comment, Brother Street 
went ro the Police Station, and asked 
why his trailer had been towed. He 
was toid that it was in a tow-away 
2 one, and that a complaint had been 
filed, When he asked why only his 
vehicle was towed, he was told that 
the city of Philadelphia, with a popu¬ 
latie n of nearly 3 million people, had 
only one tow truck available, and that 
the pigs had ]uet happened to piek 
"Street’s Lunch" trailer to tow away* 
This lie was exposed when Brother 
Street saw the order, signed by Cap¬ 
tain Green, to tow, from 13th and 
Montgomery, a white house trailer, 
No other vehicle was mentioned, al- 
thüugh every vehicle there was juat as 
much an obscruction to traffic as the 
next, The next time, the pigs sent 
their tow truck down to tow "Street's 
Lunch" trailer at 6:40 P.NL They knew 
that everyone else left at 6:30, and that 
only "StreetV* stayed open umil 
10:00 or 11:00 at night.

As they approacHed a bend in the 
streelt they confronted acartravelling 
in the opposite direction t at which time 
they pulled over to tke side of the 
raad* 

Pig Richard Armstead, who had been 
driving the otker car, then jumped 
out of his car and approached Cor- 
nelVs vehicle, óemanding to see Cor- 
nelTs lïcense and registration. Car- 
nell f not knowing w/io Armstead was 
(since Armstead did not identify him- 
self, as is required by law of all 
policemen) refused to show kis Hcense 
and registration . As tke community 
luoked o Ti, Armstead, then, just reached 
for his gun and shot Comell in the 
side f point-blank t and tefl kim in the 
streel, bleeding . Armstead grabbed the 
other three brothers out of the van in 
which they were rïding and handcujfed 
them. 

Bobby, Jerry and Michael were then 
held , at gunpoint, and were notallowed 
to give Comell aid in any way. Cor- 
nell was lefi lying on that streef for 
approximately one half hour bef ore 
being taken to the kospitaL The bro- 
ihers were all taken üiio custody for 
approximately 3hour$. Then, they were 
swddenly relmsed, During theirdeten- 
tion , tkey had no idea, whatsoever, 
of ComelTs condition. Early the fol- 
lowing moming, Comell Thomas (lied.

mind that Comell was murdered in 
cold-blood; he was imarmed and stand¬ 
ing defensetess in front of Armstead * 
The raews medio stated that Armstead 
had fired at Comell in setf-defense, 
to stop Comell from crusktnghimwith 
his van, This, accordingto all the com¬ 
munity people who were questïoned f 
inctuding ComelTs friends t is t as us- 
ual r a blatant He, beceuse Brother 
Comell was standing on the Street out- 
side of his uan when Armstead shot 
kim. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
murder of Comell are so much tike 
circumstances surrmméing the murder 
and brutality ofthousands ofBlackpeo- 
ple throughout America.

This generally 
comes from fi charüable'* wamings 
afrewf bringing a ckild into a world 
of misery f suffering and pain * Then 
the re are the moralists , who cry 
" murder J ’ urith every pill swallowed ; 
and the Women’s Lib people wkp 
claim every woman kas the right to 
take the pill. The birth control pill 
is neiiher fooï-proof nor safe .

The U,S, Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration (F,D,A,) isagovemmentagency 
supposedly set up to test all food and 
drugs for safety and use on the open 
market, This is why jnanufacturers are 
boimd by law to label their Products 
to identify their contents and possible 
karmful effects, The F m D*A, apparently 
didn f t have any time to test the birth 
control pill r for other than the gmnea- 
pig tests that were imknomngly given 
to women in places such as Puerto 
Rico, the pill has not really fremt 
properly lesled. H would be evenmore 
absurd, then, to expect that the F,D*A, 
tested the pill for effects on sickle eelt 
victims (especially since Black people 
in general were unable, uniil recently,

From qII scientific evidence fiotu 
knoim, it appears that the birth con¬ 
trol pill taken by someone with sickle 
cell disease or trait amounts to no 
more than a poison.

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able to hold another Congres s meetings 
and get the very weak support of the 
NA AGP. 

Wich such Progressive activity, Du- 
Bols was Êhocked when the "Black 
Savlour", Marcus Garvey, who had 
begun another organization, the Uni- 
versal Negro Improvement Association 
(UN1A), hegan ro denounce Du Bols and 
his "Talented Tenth", elitist ideas. 
Garvey's appeal to the average Black 
person* through the "Back to Africa” 
move ment, had become widespread; 
thousands were buying stock inUNIA’s 
Black Star Shipping Lines and Negro 
Factory Corporation. Garvey said tliat 
he himsall had coma co dellver the 

Jnaseea, anti cJiac Olt Bols desplsed che 
rnasses, and woishipped the white man 
(the reason for this was, as Garvey 
put It,' hls whfre ancestry). 

Du Bots tried not co come into con¬ 
flict with Garvey and tn continue hls 
work, arranging a Third Pan-African 
Congress (in 1921), commenting that 
Garvey placed too much emphnsis on 
■ color withïn the race. However, with 
all Du Bois's disagreement, whcn Gar¬ 
vey was eventually deported back to the 
West Indies (for a false charge of 
selHng pbony stock to the Black Star 
Lines), Du Bois realisedGarvey *s cor¬ 
rect positioTi, and even, later, agreed 
with Garvey about the middle-class 
nature of the NA AGP. The contra- 
diction they had had, however, hurt 
him deeply for he had become stamped 
as a white manlg "negro”: "Of the 
movement I was willy-niily leader, l 
hated the role* For the first time I 
faced criticism and cared, Évery ideal 
and habit of my Iife was cruelly mis- 
judged. I who had always overstriven 
to give credit for good werk, who had 
never consciottsïy stooped to envy was 
accused by honest colored people of 
every sürl of small and petty jeal- 
ousy, while white people said 1 was 

ashamed of my race and wanted to be 
white! And rhis of me, whnse one life 
fanaricLsm had been belief in my Negro 
blood V* 

He conti nued with "The Crisis" 
newspaper, using lt as a forum for

such as the works of Langston Hughes, 
Countee Cullen, Clande McSCay. Tt was 
then that he was ïronically to be charged 
by many as preaching racehatred, when 
he said of World War ï; ".„that as 
wild and awful as this shamefu! war 
was, it is nothing to compare with 
that fight for freedom which black and 
hrown and yellow men must and wil] 
make unless their oppression and hu- 
miliation and insult aE the hands of the 
White World cease..." And, even later, 
he was accused of receiving orders 
from the Kremlin, after hls first vlsit 
to the Soviet Union (in 1926), 

Naturally, the stock market crash 
in 1929 dtd not much affect Black peo¬ 
ple, many of whorn barely knew there 
was such a ihing as a Great De- 
pression. The split between Du Bois 
and the NA AGP became greater du ring 
that period, however. It had been Juring 
that Great Depression that the acruat 
organization (NAACP) vvanted to cake 
over whar had become Du Bois’s newa- 
paper, because, as they stated, of high 
production costs in a timewhen every- 
one was suffering economically, The 
conflict over this Issue became very 
bitiGr, espectally between NAACP 


president Walter White (who had re- 
placed James Weldon Johnson) and 
Du Bois, primarïLy, however, because 
Du Bois was constantly denouncing 
White*s conservatism. Finally, in 1934, 
Du Bois resigned from the organi- 
zatïon he had helped create. 

He declded to travel and learn more. 
In 1936, he was disappointed by all 
the foreigners in China (this was, of 
course, before Liberation in 1949), 
so much so that he compared Shanghaï 
to MississippL, Gladly, then, he re- 
turned to the U,S„ to Atlanta Uni- 
versity to teacb. Du Bols introduced 
Afrïcan studies there, and read from 
the works of Marx* He well under- 
stood by then and basically agreed 
with Marxist philosophy, However, 
after the election of Frankliti Delano 
Roosevelt, who had been trumped-up 
as the werking man’s friend and hero. 
Du Bois was to write: "I was bitter 
at iynebing, but not moved by the treat- 
mem of white miners in Colorado or 
Montana. t never sang the songs of 
Joe HÜ1, and the terrible strike at 
Lawrence, Massachusetts, did not stir 
me because I knew that factory strikers 
like these would not let a Negro work 
beside them or live in the same town, 
It was hard for me to outgrow this 
mental isolation, and ro see that the 
plighc of the w^hice workers was funda- 
mentally the same as that of the 
black...” It was during the period of 
Roosevelt that he wrote four boofcs: 
‘ H Black Reconstruction in America, 
lSbü-1880”; "black Folk "Then and 
Now"; and "Dusk of Dawn'L He was 
by then, of course, a well-knowr 
^choiar and writer, and eventually 
(in 10 years) was asked to re-join the 
NAACP. Tricked inm acting as Walter 
White *s assistant on a vlsit to the 
United Nations in San Francisco, 
Du Bois hated what he saw, Based on 
that, he wrote, "Color and Democracy: 
Colontes and Peace", denouncing the 
Lï.N. and its [xilicies toward Afrïcan 
nations, It was not long after that 
(in 1945) that he held the Fifch Pan- 
African Congress (tn Pngland), where 
he was tü ieajjy meet a man who be¬ 
came one of hls closest friends, Dr,

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kissed him, with tears Ln big eyes: 
"Dr, Du Bois, in a long life-span of 
ninety-six years, achieved distinetion 
as a. poer, hisrorian, and sociologist* 
He was an undaunted fighcer for the 
emancipaüon of colonial and oppressed 
people and pursued this objective 
throughout bis life ï + J asked Dr # Du- 
Bois to come to Ghana to pass the 
evening of his life wich us.„W'3 mourn 
his deö£h,„May he rest in peace,” 

William Edward Burghardt Du Bois 
had spoken for himself, however* for 
his last wrtting had said: ",„1 am 
going to take a long, deep, and end- 
less sleep. This is nor a punishment 
but a privilege to wbich I have looked 
forward for years.

ÏCwame Nkrumah, 

Eventualiy and expeccedlyftred from 
the NAACP* Du Bois joined and helped 
organize a variety of groups, thefunda- 
mental purpose of which was the 
aciiïevemonc of man's human rlghts, 
The MeCarrhy Wlteh-hiint Era was 
coming into full swing by then, and 
because of all these activities, Du- 
Böis, like so many others, found hïm 
self chargéd by the governmcnt, for 
refusiag to register as a member of a 
“subversive" group (the Peace Infor¬ 
mation Center), He was 82 years oid 
by then, and didn'r rmich care about 
what the U.S; government had to say: 

* 'The claim of the United States that 
it represents democracy Ain contrast 
to fascism or communf mUs patently 
f al se,.. Today in the United States or- 


ganized wealth owns thepressandchief 
news-gathering organs, and is ex- 
ercising Lnc:reased concrol over the 

schools and making public discussion 
and even free thinking difficult and often 
impossible...The cure for this and the 
way to change the socially planned 
United States into a welfare state is 
for the American people to take over 
the control of the nation in industry 
as well as government,.,!! this be 
treason, make the most of it,” Al- 
though he was eventualiy acquitted of 
the charge, when he received the World 
Peace Gonncil Prize and the Lenin 
Peace Prize, he was unabie to go and 
receive either one, as the government 
had kept his passport* 

As soon as he, afcer a scruggle, 
goc his passport back in (1958), 
Du Bois took off, away from America. 
He went to Europe, again to Russia, 
and returned to see the new China, 
under new le&dership and with new 
direction* After meeting with Chair- 
man Mao Tsetung and Premier Chcu 
En-lai, and lecturing at various col¬ 
leges and umversiEies there, he feit 
ever closer to the people of China 
and the Third World: ”1 used to weep 
for American Negroes, as l saw what 
indignïties and repressiotis and 
cruelties they had passed; but as i 
read Chinese history in these last 
months and had it explalned to me 
stripped of Anglo-Saxon lies, I know 
that no depths of Negro slavery ïn 
America have plumbed such abysses 
as the Chinese have seen for 2,000 
years and more,.*Despite all this* 
China Hves„,Oh, beautiful, patiënt, 
self-sac rif icing China, despised and 
unforgecrable, vtctorious and forgiving, 

crucified and risen from the dead,” 

Although Du Bots joined the Ameri¬ 
can Communist Party in 1961* he lm- 
mediately left the U,S„ never to re¬ 
turn, to live in Ghana, close to his 
good friend, now President of the ftrst 
independent African nation* It was noc 
long before this good friend, Kwame 
Nkrurpah, would say, after the death of 
Du D is, on August 27, 1963, there üi 
Ghana,having bent over his casker and

Sickle Cell Anemia is a kereditary 
blood disease thai affects the red blood 
cells of its uiciïms, causing those red 
blood cells to ckangefromtheir normei 
donut shape into a long sickle shape, 
When the cells are sickling, the pro- 
drains the body's oxygen, causing 
the clotting of blood, and possibly 
teading to death, Most people wkohave 
sickle cell anemie die hefore iheageof 
35 . The birth control pill has been 
fotmd to reduce the amount of oxygen 
in the blood . Thïs oxygen redvetion 
in ü sickle cell anemia victim speeds- 
up and increases the sickling process 
(and, the clotting), sv mach sa thai for 
a woman who woutdonly have the sickle 
cell trait, sertous iltness can occur* 
In a sickle cell anemia disease oic- 


tim, the more sickling, the greater 
amount of clotting t eventually creating 
a vicioits circle , leading ta death. 

This genocidal conspiracy is not 
limited to the Continental United States.

not to the Party» to the programs (that 
we’re mnking non-proftt, so that they 
can even get a tax deductable opera- 
tton). Wc're going to make sure and 
see to lt that those programs flourish 
in the communïty. We’re going to make 
sure and see to it that we begin, now p 
to end that oppression; and we are 
not stupid. We know that the power 
structure would love to attack some of 
these programs. In Californla, we have 
a Fred Hampton and Mark Clark Peo- 
ple's Free Food Program. The pig 
power structure wants to arrest the 
food. l think they’re going to make a 
wliole lot of Black people mad, andit's 
going to make a whole lot of white 
people mad, a whole lot of poor people, 
poor, oppreesed people mad, Their 
(the pip power structure's) politica! 
power begins to disintegrate more so 
when you are giYing away 2 and 5 and 
ó and 3,000 bags of groceries plus 
c lot hing and shoes, etc. So» the pig 
structure comes aiong and tries to 
arrest the programs, We*ve got to 
defecid them. w^'ve got to defend those 
programs- and we wili defend those 
programs, WeTl get on pieker üncs, 
and we wili, in fact, go out chnre and 


boycott certain businessmen who wlll 
refuse to donate a email, nominal 
amount every week» eontinuously (and 
he can choose what program he wants 
to donate to)» using a legal, lawful 
picket, if he refuses to donate, we in^ 
tend to shut him down. Teach him. 
We did it a number of times. Itworked 
in California; it’s going to work else- 
where. Now weTl move on the white 
businessmen, becausethey're bothakin 
to each ocher, Both of them are ex- 
ploiting. IFs just that the Black bro- 
thers are victims, and the greedy, 
white, monopoly capitalists and the 
greedy Daleys, Nïxons, Rockefellers 
are victfmizers. We have to get out 
there, in front of these picket lines, 
and walk. To implement survival pro¬ 
grams, we have to walk for survival, 
We have to work in the community and 
educate* pass out Icaflets» pull the 
people around and educate them. 
When we start talking abour doing 

certain things, in particular, in oper- 
ating in our community, we have to 
talk for survival. We have to get out 
ihere and work tqgether, get a proper 

perspective and organize and im- 
plement for survival. And if the pigs 
don't like it, and they want to attack 
One of our programs, wel!, we‘11 im- 
plement one new free program, called 
the Free Gun Program, so we can 
shöot for survival 1 


Some people misunderstand what the 
gun is about, though, 1 said, to defend 
the programs. In an unjust racist 
attack, we wili have to shoot for sur¬ 
vival. We're involving masses of people 
doing this, to protccc their right to 
free shoes, to protect their right to 
free clothing, to protect theïr right to 
free food, to protect their right to 
live. The gun is not, per se, power. 
Survival programs becomeinstimtions 
in the community, not only in.stifutions 
in the ferm of faciHtïes, buc instltu- 
tions also in the consciousness of the 
people, because the survival programs 
are spread to cacch the consciousness 
of the people. The programs are InstL- 
tutions, controlled by the people, in 
their commumities, IFs really peo¬ 
ple'« power, when you see thai those 
institutions actuaily serve the people. 
The people see to it. Ttoat-s real 
people's power, We have a fewcultists 
who misunderstand what the gun is all 
abour, ït’s only a tooi, brothers and 
sisters, It's only a tooi, that's used in 
a particular time and in a partieuiar 
sicuation. ITiat's all it is. The hommers 
that we plek up are tools, that we use 
co put the nails in the walls of the 
medical clinics, the Free Medical 
Clinies. 1 am not going to piek up a 
,357 magnum and try to drive a hullet 
into those walls, the hullet of a .357 
magnum, t must use a haxnmer at thnt 
particular time and in that particular 
situation. But, I keep the gun banriy, 
to defend my right to piek up the 
hammer to nai t the nail into the 


wal! of the Free Medical Clinic. 

l"hat r s what George Jackson was 
trying co get over, In case you didn't 
know he bas a new book, BLGQD 
IN MY EYE. You talk about revolu- 
tion, you're talking abouc people, you're 
talking abouc human beings, You^re noi 
talking about viciously kllling people 
for the saké of viciously killlng* You're 
talking about defendfng humanity^s 
right to live on the face of this earth. 
I wili defend the right to drive chat 
truck full of groceries down co the 
community, to give it to the people, 
free, implementing some freedom. 
And, the people wili defend their right 
co have that food too, They become 
involved in che revolucionary struggle, 
A group of culciscs cannot go out and 
stop 1,200,000 policemen in this coun¬ 
try, armed for over-kill; not only 
armed with .357 magnums, but AR- 
15's, armoured tanks, trucks, andcars 
and everything else. He (che cultisi) 
jumps out and says, we want to have 
guerilla warfare, guerilla warfare 
pasted or piaster cd all over the front 
pages. 1 remember when I used to 
be in an organlzation called RAM 
(Revolutionary Acrion Movement) 
whieb was way before the F arty started. 
The basic reason I got out of Chat 
organization wae because these cats 
passed out 2,000 leaflets announcing 
an c, ufïderground M meeting. No per- 
spective. That's why I got out of RAM 

- 2,000 leaflets announcing an under- 
ground meeting. 

The Servant of the People, Brother 
Huey P. Newton, ran it down that we’re 
going to Tim a top-of-the-ground or- 
ganization. Revolutionary struggles in 
the past have been basically carried 
out on top of the ground. Some people 
want to go underground bec au se they're 
scarecl, in che fitst stage, They haven't 
done anything» anyway; or they're 
forced to go underground. If they're 
forced to go underground, iemustmean 
that they've done something on top of 
the ground, already, in behalf of the 
people's survival, for humanity. We're 
talking about running apeople's, basic, 
acientific revol uricïnary struggle. 
We're not talking about running acuit- 
ist struggle.Just because L might have 
good ideas about what the revolu- 
tionar> r struggle is about, Fve goï to 
remember what the level of my con- 
sciousneas is to where the people are, 
in terms of what they themselves want, 
We are not trying to be monarchs. 

That's one thing the Servant did. 
When he first got out of jail a year 
ago» the Central Committee of the 
Black Panther F arty gave him a citle, 
called Supreme Comm ander of the 
Black Panther Part) * I luey did not want 
that, It took him tw « mttnths toeducate 
them to get tk! of Supreme Com- 
mander. He was trying to teil them 
thar the most he could be was a ser-

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vant of the people, The Central Com- 
mlttee then came up with the "Su¬ 
prème'' Servant of the People, Huey 
told the Central Committee how they 
had it all wrong. That's not it; you've 
siül got Chat "Supreme" ïn there, 
So* he finally educated ttiem, in rwo 
more months* and he got rid of the 
title Supreme Servant of the People; 
and the Central Committee came down 
with Servant of the People and Minister 
of Defense of the Black Panther Party, 
When I came out of jail, ïïuey whis- 
pered in my ear. He said, "Look, 
man, do you think we could get rid of 
the title Minister of Defense?" We 
finally educated the Central Committee 
to vpte that we even get rid of that 
title. We are working away from the 
inonaxch-type notion. We do not need 
these things, We’re trying towork, and 
just be teachere. That's the most we 
really can be. It might take three or 
four more years to get away and give 
Bobby Seale another title (if the Cen¬ 
tral Committee wants to do that). The 
po int of the matter ia that many peo¬ 
ple imsuTid er stand that. The prcss 
loves to play up "Supreme Com- 
m ander" or "Minister of Defense". 
Muey'ö title is not Minister of Defense; 
It's Servant of the People* Oh, they 
like to play up the fact that we*ve got 
Huey P. Newton up on the 25th floor 
(of an O aki and apartm ent buil ding), The 
Black people In the Black commimity 
like it. They say that's where he ougbt 
to be* They teil me that Malcolm X 
didn'c have enough security, and that 
Martin Luther King didn't have enough 
security* We know that with him (Huey) 
up there, sixty per cent of the time 
he does not have to dodge bullets and 
bombs, In that particular place, the 
police are not going to be running 
up in there. To top that off, we don't 
even have to pay for it. A book 
publishing company, the book publtsh- 
ing operation, copyright company who 
wants tö do all this jive, wemakethem 
pay rhose expenses, beyond the fees 
for writing books. The money from 
the books goes back into the survival 
programs. We kiil two birds with one 
stone, aecuricy, etc f That's why we're 
going to keep him there, where he 
needs to be. They murdered Martin, 
the murdered Malcolm, they murdered 
Medger. They will keep murdering. 
They pro babi y stil! can murder him; 
but if we can keep him secure 60% 
of the time, l say that's what we 
ought to do* The Black community tella 
us to do it. The press is worried 
about that. Why don't they teil the 


truch? The press won't do that, They 
try to confuse the people. 


I came here to try to explain it to 
you. More so than that, t game to 
explain the analysis tliat we have ot 
the re volui ion ary struggle, and how 
the masses of the people are goüig to 
be lnvolved in it. You don’t stop 
1,200,000 plgs with smalt groups of 
people, small cultist groups, without 
the masses of the people. You have 
to raise the consciousness. Youcannot 
raise the consciousness^ unless you

begin to implement some aspects of 
what the goals of the people 1 s struggle 
is about. The goal becomes manifested 
in the survival programs. The survival 
programs becorne a basis around 
which the people begin to unify. 

We have operations where we can 
institutionalire preventative, free 
medical care and attention in thecom- 
munity in a matter of 3 to 6 months, 
throughout the poor, oppressed Black 
community, We educate the people 
about the tMn line of demarcation be- 
tween what the corrupt power structure 
is doing with the taxes they take from 
the people and what should be Jone 
with the taxes. The power structure 
is running around talking about we need 
these huadreds of thousands of 
millions of dollars to bulld morehospi- 
tals, We're talking about mobile units, 


free, people's medical clinic mobile 
units in the community, with preven- 
tattve medical care and attention, to 
keep thfim out of the hospital, People 1 
relate to tliat, staying out of the bospi- 
tal, To focus in on what the desires 
and needs of the people are, one must 
respect his own humanity, if he bas 
any; take his own humanity and put it 
into some form of praetice, institu- 
rionalize something that's functional 
for the people, It becomes consciously 
institutionalized in the people's minds, 
and the people can compare it with 
what they didn’t have before* When 
the people start to do that, you know 
you are beginning to end oppression, 

We can speak of how we believe in 
humanity, We can speak of how we - 

must transform fascism, racism and 
exploitation. We can speak of it; but 
what will we do about it? Brothers 
and sisters, people and human beings 
alike, what will we do about it? Are 
you scared to talk aboui Daley? I don T t 
chink you are. I wasri't scared to talk 
about Hoffman (Judge Julius Hoffman 
who tried Ch air man Bobby in Chicago), 
was l? So why should you be scared 
to talk about Hoffman or Daley or any 
other racist or fascist in this coun¬ 
try. We've got to leam how to stand 
up and speak out for our human rights 
and demand them. And if we get killed 
in the process, well, at least Tm still 
a man, whodemanded his human rights, v 
Martin Luther King said, "There will 
be no rranquïlity until the oppression 
is ended." The Party, the people, and 
you. The people in the Black com¬ 
munity are saying "poetry does not 
Éeed me", So some people want to 
"ego trip" and say they are perfect, 

So what, that hasn't fed any body, We're 
not perfect, We're hnmanbeings, we're 
variable, we're inter-related, and 
interconn ected. 

We have a philosophy of revolu- 
tionary intercommunalism, that of the 
redïstribution of the weaith^the eco- 
nomlcs of the philosophy, Revolution- 
ary intercommunalig^n Is that of the 
redïstribution of the^wealth. This is 
the most weaithy, highly technologie al 
society in the world. The masses of , 
the people have produced this wealth 
in this country, But, the wealth in this 
country is controlied by a bunch of 
reactiünaries, reactionary power 
structure rucists. That's what U's con¬ 
trolied by, Yet, the people have pro^

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duced it with their labor* Even the 
press people are oppressed* although 
somerimes they don't know !i, until 
one of those cops out there beats 
— rhem upside their heads. The young 
whites didrTt know they were op¬ 
pressed. Thcy thought we were crazy, 
running around here talking about 
" police brutality, seven, eighc, nine 
years ago* right? When the police 
started beattng their heads* they ran 
back down there and said* M You know 
those cats are right; there is such a 
thing as police bmtallty* ,T Remember 
Chat? So the young white yourh are 
gelling a crash, 20-years course in

oppression, all right? We've been at 
lt 400 years now; you*regetting a crash 
course* £o you can underscand what 
we know about, I don'tknowhowhimgry 
many of you are; bui* hopefully* some 
of the brutality they put on some of 
your heads is begirming to get you to 
realize what we were talking about all 
along: that it existed; that it was real; 
that it sdll exists; and you know Lt 
exists. We recognize that today in the 
world, with the philosophy of revohi- 
tionary Intercommunalism, the Com¬ 
munications* the technology* inter- 
eqnnects all the commumcies of the 
world, The technoiogy* etc, intercon- 
nects til em r telesacallite Communica¬ 
tions * you can see someihing* live, on 
T.V. totnmorrow nighr, possibly, from 
half way around the world - transpor- 
tation and Technology . You can leave 
tomorrow morning* and get back in two 
days; leave Saturday or Friday night, 
and be back here Mortday morning for 
school, Communitles are tuo int er- 
connected and inter-related in this 
world, This world is spinning at a 
thousand rniles an hour, andir'shump- 
Ing around the sun nn a six hundred 
miiiion niüe trip every three hundred 
sixty fïve days, You got some ignorant 
power struccure fools that play games, 
There's always the possibütty of there 
being a righteous fooi in concroi of 
H-bombs, tt's been scientifically 
speculated that if ten or twelve of 
those bombs are dropped in a general, 
centralized location on this earth* it 
miglu be etiough power to throw the 
spïnning and the orbit of the earch out 
of wack, Then, none of us wlü be here 
anymore. Because they' re greedy, we 
have to transform them, step by step. 

What we*re saying, brothers and 
sisters* people andhumanbeings alike, 
is that we have no time for racism; 
we have no unie tor exploitation; we 
have no more time for running around 
talking about nationhood (in the Party* 
we donT even believe in nationhood 
anymore). We don’t defect from the 
Black Gomrmmity; hut we do not believe 
tn nationhcxx], Cne nation says it*s su¬ 
perior to the other. So nationhood be- 
comes akin to supcrtority* akin to ra- 
oism, akin to sectarianism, akin to 
Lsolationism, We do understand how 
nationhood can fit in co a soetaltsric 
frameworkjf you have an undeveloped 
country, The tecbnology and the 
wealth Tm talking about, in terms of 
faccories and industry* sits right in 
the back yard of the poor oppressed 
communities, So we*re not going to have 
a revolution jjust like China - diat was 
an un-developed country, lliey had to 
go through a phase of nationhood and 
gocialism. Socialism so they could get 
an industrial build-up to get goods 
and wsalth to dlfitrlbute and gïve to 
the people. We’re not talking about 
the revolution in 1917* in Russia; nor 
are we talking ahout the proletarian 
revolution in Cuba. Certahily, ihÊy*re 
our class brothers; sure, we're United 


with them, because they're fightingthe 
aame enemy we are fighting. Ho we ver* 
the point of the matter is tha: when 
we start running a revolutionary 
ötruggie here in Am erica, our primary 
task is exproporlatlon, step by step* 
prlce by prïce* of the wealth; and re- 
distribute that to the masses of peo¬ 
ple of the WORLD, And* we are saying 
that in the process of doing this, plgs 
are going co try to attack us, the people. 
We f re saying that what the people can 
do is come on out and be unified 
around the programs as they are Lm- 
plemented* and defend* in a righteous 
people^ revolutionary spirit. 

You're talking about a revolutionary 
struggle, you*re not talking about b 
cultist struggle. You J re talking abouta 
people*s human xiguL to live on the 
face of this earth. We*re talking about 
stopping* the masses of the people 
stopping the exploitation* the use of 
H-bombs and atomic bombs to threaten 
other countries and communicies of 
people. All they’re doing ts walking 
off into Afrïca talking* saying you beteer 
give it up, give me all the copper, 
give me all the ore, We're saying that 
the wealth and the technology in this 
country belongs to the masses of people 
of the world* as it belongs also to 
the oppressed people and the other 
masses of people and workers in this 

country. 

Some people are scared to Lhïnklike 
this* because when you start talking 
about a philosophy oi revolutionary 
intercommunalism, you're also talking 
about gerting rid of your raclsm, lf 
you have it. t have ideologie al prln- 
ciples and 1 have philosophical 
princlpies* 1 want to educace the masses 
of the people and I want to serve the 
people, E want to comribute, one with 
you, to servlng the people with basic 
philosophical principles of believingin 
the rights of people and human beings 
to live on the face of this earth; be- 
Heving in the right of Black people 
to live* therefore; to live. If 1 divert 
away from that, J f nn not doing anything 
hut practieing the same thing the ex- 
ploiters practice* the same Chat the 
racists practice* So let it be soid* 
brothers and sisters* people and hit¬ 
man beings alihe, that if we believe 
in humanity, that if we believe in 
what we call "power to the people", 
then it r s necessary to go forth and 
transform this system away from its 
racism; transform it away from the 
existence of oppression. We don't talk 
about 'Tower to the People" anymore, 
please, imless we're doing some thing; 
walking and talking for survival; and 
implementing and organizing for sur¬ 
vival; ami if you have to Lmplement 
a free gun program (just like 1 said 
to impiement), so you have to ehoot 
for survival* defend the right of hu¬ 
manity to live on the face of this 
earth* Thank You.
